with the use of stained glass. These rep- 
resent the Prophet Joseph Smith receiving 
from supposedly divine sources the plates 
on which were the writings of the Book 
of Mormon, showing the pruphet visited 
by divine beings, and representing other 
events in the church history. Thousands 
of little incandescent lights can be thrown 
‘upon these paintings, illuminating them 
with truly marvelous effect and relieving 
the natural gloonf of the grand interior. 

The “sealing-room” is emalier, but it is 
also beautiful. White and gold are the pre- 
vailing colors there, carried ont in the most 
conspicuous object in the room—the altar. 

The cost of this altar is unknown. Ivory 
enters largely, into its construction, while 
the top is a plate of solid gold two inches 
thick. Even this forms only a small part 
of the value of the temple, which cost all 
told close on to $3,500,000. e 

Behind the altar is a handsome and rich 
eae seat for the church official perform- 
ng the ceremony. 

The bridal couple in their white robes 
stand in front of the altar, and the priest 
performing the ceremony stands behind it. 

He impresses upon the couple the sol- 
emnity of the occasion, explaining that they 
are taking each other for all eternity, and 
then reads to them a long document which 
bewins: 

“This is the revelation on the eternity of 
the marriage covenant, including plurality 
of wives, given through Joseph, the seer, 
in Nauvoo, Hancock County, lil., July 12, 
1843.”’ 

The document concludes: 

But if ye enter not into my law ye can- 
not receive the promise of my Father, 
which he made unto Abraham. 

Abraham received concubines, and they 
bear him children, and it was accounted un- 
to him for righteousness, because they were 
given unto him, and he abode in my haw, 
as Isaac also, and Jacob did not other 
things than that which they were com- 
manded; and beeause they did not other 
things than that which vhey were com- 
manded, they have entered into thefr exal- 
tation, according to the promises, and sit 
upon thrones, and are not angels, but are 
gods.

At this point in the ceremony all informa- 
tion to the outside world ceases. No Mor- 
ang will further describe the rite of seal- 
nz. 

The Bee Hive House is-an historic struc- 
ture. It was built by Brigham Young, and 
was the home of several of his 79 wives. 
It is directly by the Eagle Gate. which 
was the entrance to the old waMed city. 
Adjoining it is the Lion House, and across 
the street is the Gardo.House (‘‘Ameiia’s 
Palace”), both of them built by Brigham 
Young as residences. 

All young men in the Mormon Church are 
expected at some time or other to go on 
a three-years’ mission, and President 
Snow’s son, who is now 24 years of aze, 
was summoned in the regular way. He 
was asked by the presidency of the church 
to prepare himself ‘fora three-years’ mis- 
sion to Germany. If he shad refused he 
wold have lost standing. But he did not 
care to refuse. He was too good a Mor- 
mon. And so, “without purse or scrip,”’ he 
Started out. The church does not furnish 
money for these missions. The devout 
propagandist is expectéd to depend entire- 
ly upon his own resourc®. On his way to 
New York young Snow stopped to see his 
father’s birthplace, in Mantua, O. Eight 
miles from there, in the village of Auburn, 
he found a. number of his father’s rela- 
tives, and one evening he was introduced 
to Miss Maude M. Ford, who was an ac- 
compiished musician. 

When Miss Ford found that this 
dark yourg man was a Mormon she was 
astounded Her ideas of a Mormon were 
rather vague. She was reasonably sure 
that they didn’t have horns, but her mind 
had never entertained the idea of one 
Without whiskers, 

This 18-year-old Mormon did not forget. 
for an instant that he was on a mission. 
The two became deeply interested in each 
other, ani he immediatly began to talk 
Mormonism to her. 

She scoffed at first, She told him she 
didn’t propose to be any old Mormon’s 
third or fifteenth wife. and that it was a 
frightful religion anyhow. But the ardent 
young. missionary was persistent. He had 
Studied the religion all his life and he was 
Well primed. They r®amed together about 
Mantua and Auburn, visiting many points 
of interest in connection with the Snow 
fami.y .and about the time he left for 
New York she was almost persuaded. 

Then the young Mormon went to Ger- 
many, but during all his missionarv work 
he corresponded with Miss Ford. When he 
returned to America he went to Auburn, 
bought a ring and baptized his sweetheart 
into the Mormon Church. 

Meanwhile she had not .been idle. She 
had graduated as a traing@§ nurse, taking 
up this calling merely forthe love of do- 
ing good. At the age of 2 she was head 
vines ig in the Ohio State Hospital at Cleve- 
anda. >

GIVING LAST NAMES. 


Among the Beneficiaries Are the Chil- 
dren of a Millionaire and Several 
Clerks in Dry Goods Stores 
of the City.

NPW YORK, June 30.—The ‘ate Mrs. 
Emma Schley of this city was Lady Boun- 
tiful of rare charms. She was worth $,- 
000,000, and when her witl was probated to- 
day it was discovered that she had eft over 
90) bequests. The largest was $1,000,400 to 
a daughter, Mrs. Bmma G. Halsey. 

Relatives, friends, servants, even casual 
acquaintances, whose full names she did 
not know, were left handsome sums. 

Legacies, some of them as large as $10,000, 
are left to persons who are designated no 
more defintely than as ‘‘Edward,” ‘“‘Mary” 
or “‘Bridget.”’ 

Dozens of relatives received handsome 
sums. Bequests of $100,000 are handed out 
as lightly as though they were mere paper. 
The late ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower had 
been left $300,000 and his wife $200,000. 

Apparently everybody Mrs. Schley knew 
from her two couriers, L. Bececci and John 
Truilzee, who get $5000 each, to her washer- 
woman, Mrs. Scofield, who gets $1000, is 
remembered. 

“Rose,’”’ the waitress, gets $10,000. ‘There 
are numerous large bequests to churches 
and charity. The 
Watertown, N. Y., gets $50,000. 

All the bequests are to be paid, by ex- 
press provision, either in cash or in stocks 
and bonds which pay a 5 per cent dividend.

OMAHA, Neb., June 30.—Judge Dickinson 
of the District Court decides that the 
Reservoir Ice Co., Known as the Ice Trust 
of-this city, is in violation of the state 
anti-trust law. He decliues to dissolve the 
corporation, saying that step can only be 
taken after @ reply and joining of issues. 
Attorney-General Smith says he ig satis- 
fied with the decision, and he calls attention 
that any person connected with the com- 
pany, now that it is deciared a trust, is 
liable to fine upon complaint of any citi- 
zen. 


POSTMASTER C@X GIVES UP. 


Charged With Embezzlement, He Re- 


turns and Surrenders Himself.

They Earn $1.50 and $2 a Day 
Driving a Header Box Collecting 
the Wheat.

at Light Work 


HAYS CITY, Kan., June 30.—It will take 
nearly all the men, women, boys and girls 


of Ellis County to harvest the 147,076 acres 
of. wheat that is ripening. In this county 
there is little of anything except wheat 
grown. Most of the farmers have their en- 
tire acreage in wheat and to harvest it the 
wives and children of farmers go into the 
fields and work with the men. Highteen 
women of Hays City have engaged to g0 
into the harvest fields. They will earn 
from $1.50 to $2 a day and many a young 
woman will appear in church this fall with 
a new frock that was bought with money 
earned driving a header box. Most of the 
wheat here is harvested with headers, a 
machine pushed ahead of four horses, that 
cuts a 10-foot swath, clipping the wheat 
half way up the stalk and carrying it into 
a header box. The header box is a sort of 
rick on a wagon that is driven so that the 
wheat carrier dumps the wheat from the 


machine into the box. Several header boxes 
follow each machine and, as fast as one |s 
filled, it is driven to the stack and an emp- 
ty box takes its place. The women and 
girls and boys drive the header boxes and 
distribute the cut wheat evenly tn it. This

the hours are long. 

There are _ several thousand Russian 
farmers in Ellis County. They came here 
2 years ago from Russia to escape draft- 
ing into the military service and to have 
freedom of religious worship. They are de- 
vout Roman Catholics. They settled on the 
open paririe. The land they came from was 
fine for wheat growing, and they were 
They brought seed wheat 
with them, and they went in for wheat 
growing on the prairies and since then they 
have stuck to it. Their only crop, with 
the exception of garden truck for home use, 
is wheat. They own from 160 to 640 acres of 
ground each; they are out of debt, have

none opens on the street front. The win- 
dows have heavy wooden shutters painted 
green or red. Behind each house is the cow 
and horse corral]. There are very few stores, 
not more than one or two in a town. 
The women and girls go barefooted in 
warm weather. The men, when not in the 
flelds, smoke, gossip, go to church, observe 
all holy days with strictness or go to Hays 
City to trade or haul a load of wheat to 
market. 

These Russian families are thrifty, vir- 
tuous and happy, and they have made 
money and are making it. They refute the 
statement so* often made in Kansas that a 
farmer cannot make’money growing wheat 
alone. They have grown nothing except 
wheat for 2% years and are prosperous. 
They have enough money so that, as soon 
as a farm adjoining them is offered for 
sale they buy it, and they are so nearly 
independent that there is on hand in this 
county half a million bushels of last year’s 
wheat crop, which the farmers are holding 
for a raise in price. The climate is such 
here that wheat is often sown as late ag 
December. One of the leading Russian 
farmers said he could hire everything done 
on his farm, including the plowing and har- 
vesting, and then, if he got a yield of 12 
to 1g bushels to the acre, it cost him 
only 30 cents a bushel, so that ali he re- 
ceived over 30 cents a bushel for his wheat 
was clear profit. Antone Merinis and his 
four boys together raised 30,000 bushels of 
wheat last year and have much more than 
that this year. William Gorham, who lives 
across the line in Russell County, has 400 
acres in wheat this year. 

The harvesting of the wheat crop is the 
most eventful time of the year for the 
Russians of this county. For weeks they 
have been getting their machines ready for 
it and engaging their hands. The harvest 
began in earnest this morning over the

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money in bank and are buying up all the 
adjoining land they can get, paying as 
much as $20 an acre for wild, unbroken 
prairie land. These Russian live in 
communities. They, have no farmhouse. 

A newspaper reporter drove recently 
from Hays City to Catherjhe,.a distance of 
13 miles, and did not see a farmhouse on 
the way, but the road the entired istance 
was through one almost continuous wheat 
field, without fences even, These wheat 
flelds were owned by the Russians who 
lived in Catherine. They have raised wheat 
each year for 4%, years on the same land. 
After harvest eaéh summer they plow the 
ground and sow it in wheat, getting the 
crop in before October. After that they 
have absolutely nothing to do till the fol- 
lowing spring, when they redrill and sow 
such portions of their wheat fields as has 
been damaged by grasshoppers, The grass- 
hoppers generally eat into the borders of 
nearly every fleld, and this necessitates a 
redrilling in the spring a strip from 10 
to 100 feet wide around each wheat field. 
Some seasons, when grasshoppers are un- 
usually numerous, these strips have to be 
replanted twice and three times. After this 
spring work there is no work for the farm- 
er till harvest. In harvest they drive out 
each morning to the fleld or else camp on 
the field, some of the more prosperous ones 
having little square shanties on their farms. 
These are used to cook and sleep in only 
during harvest. 

The Russians have four large towns, 
Catherine, Hertzog, Victoria and Munyon.In 
the center of each of these towns is a large 
stene church with a spire and chime of 
bells. In the church yard is the church 
school and the home of the priests and the 
nuns who teach in the schools. There are 
no sidewalks in the towns. The houses ‘

the men. The Ruasian farmer always pre- 
pares for harvest by laying in a liberal sup- 
ply of beer and whisky which is drunk in 
moderation by all members of the family. 
When the Russians first came here they 
were all Republicans. The passage of the 
prohibitory law in Kansas made every one 
of them a Democrat, 

One of the largest ranches in this county 
is managed by James Behan, near Hertzog, 
He has 6000 acres. of land, 500 of it in wheat, 
and the rest grazing ground. He rages 
cattle in connection with wheat growing. 
He-expects a yield of 15 to 18 bushels of 
wheat fo the acre. The wheat crop this 
year throughout the county is far ahead 
of the crops of recent years, business is 


good, farm lands in outlying corners are 
selling for $l0 an acre, there are signs of 
prosperity on every hand. 

The farmers here, like those of Southern 
Kansas, believe that the opening of the 
Oklahoma country and the great numbers 
of trees planted in recent years have ben- 
ished the hot winds and have caused more 
rains. Ellis County lands, if fanned with 
the old-time hot winds, are poor enough, 
but with plenty of moisture there is no land 
more fertile.

Postmaster Baumhoff has been authorized 
by the postmaster general to spend $50,000 
for increased postal facilities and the em- 
ployment of additional help at the St. Louis

Twenty new letter carriers and as many 
additional clerks will be employed. 

Twelve extra substations will be estab- 
lished immediately. 

More wagons for delivering and collecting 
from the various stations not touched by 
the street railway postal system will be 
secured. 

An innovation is planned in the placing 
of substations in large retail dry goods 
stores. No other. city is favored with such 
accommodations -and the dry goods store 
postofiice will be made permanent if the 
experiments prove successful. eo 

Postmaster Raumhoff stated to the Post- 
Dispatch last night that he had decided to 
have subpostoffices in the following stores: 
William, Barr Dry Goods Co., B. Nugent 
«& Bro., Scruggs, Vandevoort & Barney, D. 
Crawford Dry Goods Co., Grand Leader 
and Famous. 

“This idea,’’ said Mr. Baumhoff, “is not 
original with me, but it has not been put 
into practical operation anywhere except 
in Philadelphia, where I understand there 
is a branch office at the Wanamaker store. 

“Il am confident of the success of the plan 
here. It is the intention to have dry goods 
firms assign one or more of their employes 
to the subpoStal station, which, I judge, 
can be operated in connection with their 
regular mail order department, 


“The emp.oye so assigned will be sworn | 


im as a servant of the government and 
will be held subject to the rules governing 
the postal service. 

“Stamps, stamped envelopes, wrappers, 
“Money orders and special delivery stamps 
will be sold. Letters may be registered. 
Collections will be made as frequently as 
at the other substations. 

“We have found that thousands of peo- 
ple who patronize the retail stores of our 
city daily are inconvenienced by having to 
go some distance for a stamp or money 
order. The large stores are meeting places

He is the center and 
circumference of the whole situation. He 
has taken the position ail along that the 
phrase ‘lt to 1’’ shall be incorporated in 
the platform in a specific money plank 
But the Post-Dispatch’s best advices tonight 
is to the effect that he is willing ‘to vield 
the point if his real advisers insist!upon it. 

Against the use of the phrase “16 to 1’ 
there is arrayed many of the leaders of 
the Democratic party. They council a sim- 
ple reaffirmation of the Chicago plank. The 
struggle has just begun. Mr. Pryan today 
summoned to Lincoln several probable 
members of the committee on resolutions. 
He will discuss the language of the plat- 
form with them. 


Post-Dispatch correspondents, both at 
Iincoln and here, have learned that 
within the last 24 hours Mr. Bry- 
an, while publicly refusing to com- 
ment on the platform, has _ said. that, 
in his opinion, the words ‘16 to 1” should 
go into the platform, but he has made no 
such demand. He will not yet make sucha 
Gemand, but he will argue for his point 
with the leaders and contest for it until 
he is won over or wins. And the belief is 
that he will be won over and that ‘‘l¢ to 1’ 
will not be specifically mentioned. 


The Leaders 
On Each Side. 


Men like Senator James K. Jones, Form- 
er Gov. Stone of Missouri, J. Muck Love of 
Kansas, J. M. Guffey of Pennsylvania and 
D. J. Campau of Michizan and David B 
Hill of New. York agree to a reaffirmation 
of the platform of 1896 and think that is as 
far as the party should go. 

Opposed to them are George Fred Wiil- 
jams of Massachusetts, Judge Adair Wil- 
gon of Colorado and some oft the leaders 
from the silver states. 

Mr. Bryan stands between these two sets 
of men. His strength is so pronounced 
and his popularity so great that he 1s 
stronger than any committe on resolutions 
that can be selected. 

A curious thing about the situation is 
that some of the silver Republicans, men 
who left their party because of silver and 
who allied themselves with Bryan, are 
willing that a simple reaffirmation shall be 
made.

KANSAS. CITY, Mo., June 30.—A forecast of the platform is furnished 
to the Post-Dispatch by a well-known Democrat, who has been intimately 
associated with Mr. Bryan and the leaders of the organization and who has 
had exceptional opportunities to learn their views upon what the platform 
should contain. He furnishes the following skeleton in the order in which 
he believes the declarations will appear in the resolutions:

The first plank in this platform will practically be a reaffirmation of the 
declaration of independence, which is to be read at the opening of the con- 
vention, and will make the declaration a part of the platiorm. 

The second plank, a plea for the republic against the empire, will em- 
brace the Democratic position on imperialism, militarism, colonialism and 
a statement of the party’s position upon the proper method of disposing of

The third plank will state the party’s enmity toward trusts, its determina- 
tion to destroy them, and Mr. Bryan's remedy, federal control by a license 
law.

NEW YORK, June 30.—Three great ocean steamships, the immense wharfe 
of the North German Lloyd steamship Co., the Hamburg-American Steamship 


Co, and Thingvalla Steamship Co., a vast storage warehouse in -Hoboken, 12 
canal boats and six barges were completely destroyed by fire this afternoon. 

At alate hour tonight it was impossible to accurately estimate the number 
of lives lost. 

The actual number will, in all probability, never be known. Some estimates 
made tonight ranged as high as 500. 

THREE GREAT LINERS DESTROYED. 

The steamships destroyed were the Saale, a single screw passenger steamship 
af 49,655 tons; the Bremen, a twin screw passenger and freight of 10,526 tons; 
‘the Main, a twin screw freight and passenger of 10,200 tons. 


All three of these ships belong to the North German Lloyd Company. The 


Kaiser Wilhelm Der Grosse, the fastest, and one of the largest, passenger ships 
in the world, had a narrow escape from total destruction. 

The loss in property was at least $10,000,000, and may reach $15,000,000, At 
midnight the fire was still burning fiercely over a vast acreage. Estimates of the 
property loss were as much guesswork as the estimates of life. 

HUNDREDS ON EACH BURNED VESSEL. 

There were hundreds of men on each of the destroyed steamships, and a 
few. women. There were crowds of dock laborers and employes on all of the 
piers. There were men, women and children in the canal boats, and men on the 
barges and lighters. 

So quickly did the fire spread that escape forall of these hundreds was cut 
off almost before they knew the fire had started. : 

Men working in the holds of the three big steamships were shut in by walls 
of flame. It was impossible to reach them in any way. Men on the pier jumped 
into the water to save themselves. Many were saved; others sank before help 
could reach them. 

How many perished in the ships will, perhaps, never be learned. The flames 
were so fierce that they would leave few, if any, remnants of the human body. 

PERHAPS SEVENTY BODIES IN HER HOLD. 

At 10:15 o’clock tonight Police Capt. Smith, after a visit to the hulk of the 
Smale, which was beached on the Cumminipaw Flats, said there were about 70 
burned bodies in the “hold. The stern of the ship was then under water, and 
the bow 4#n the mud. Andetailed examination of the hulk was impossible be- 
cause of the great heat. 

While the Saale was drifting dowh the river, followed by Capt. Smith in 
the tug Mutual and two other tugs, 37.men jumped overboard from her and were 
rescued by the tugs. Capt. Smith believes that all of those who jumped were 
saved. Only two of the many charred bodies on the Saale could be reached. 
They were brought to this city. If as many lives were lost on the Bremen 
and Maine as on the Saale, the total fatalities will run close to 300, as there were 
many who perished on the piers, the canal boats and lighters. 

LOSS ON THE MAIN PROBABLY GREAT. 

It is feared that the loss on the Main was very large.- The fire got hold of 
that ship so quickly and enveloped it so completely that it w% impossible to 
even tow her out into midstream. The crew of the Main number about 200 
men, and most of them were aboard of her at the time. 

The Bremen carried a crew of 200 men. How many perished could only be 
guessed at. She was towed up the river, and her hulk now lies opposite Twen- 
ty-third street At midnight the ironwork was so hot that an examination of 
her interior was impossible. 

Remains of the canal boats, lighters and barges are scattered all the way

Less salvage will be paid to the salvors of 
the Bremen and the Saale because they are 
now practically worthless and might as 
well have »SYurned at their wharfs.

SAW THIRTY PERSONS 
BURN OR DROWN. 


One of the Harrowing 
Witnessed by Those 


NEW YORK, June 30.+Peter Quinn, 4 
justice of the peace in Hoboken, tells 4 
story of having seen at least W# people 
perish. He said: 
‘“T was standing on the end of one of the 
Hamburg-American line piers and saw 
about 30 people crowded under pier No. 1 
of the North German Lloyd. They were 
calling to some of the passing tugs, but 
their appeals were in vain, and wen the 
flames got near them they dived into the 
water. There was no assistance near them 
at the time, and I believe that every one 
either drowned or perished in the flames.”’ 
About 200 people were rescued at the 
Hamburg-American line pier. They were 
much overcome from exhaustion, but soon 
recovered with stimuiants. 


When the fire broke out such headway 
was gained by the time the Hoboken fire 
department arrived that they were utterly 
helpless to cope with the flames. 

They were further handicapped by having 
several hundred feet of hose burned, Calls 
were made to the New York fire depart- 
ment for assistance and fire tugs were sent 
over. These, however, had littic effect on 
the. great mountain of flames and smoke. 


By 7 o'clock the three piers of the North 
German Lloyd Steamship Co. had _ been 
burned to the ground. The southern end 
of the Campbell Storage Co. building, con- 
sisting of five five-story structures, caught

Boston Man Runs Three Blocks in 
Paris Cutting His Throat at 
Every Footfall. 


PARIS; June 30.—Edward Goering, for- 
merly employed at No. 30 Corn Hills street, 
Boston, fatally injured himself this. morn- 
ing in an attempt to commit suicide. His 
queer actions on the Avenue de la Bourgon- 
nais fUracted the attention of C. J. Stil- 
well of Ban Francisco, to whom he spoke 
av an excited manner and, drawing a razor 
~«ov» Bald he intended to take his life. 

Mr. Stilwell calmed Goering and sent for 
the police. On arrival of the latter Goer- 
ing backed into the middle of the avenue, 
which is a prominent thofSughfare running 
through one side of the exposition. He 
then slashed his throat wi the razor, 
and, bleeding profusely, started running 
down the avenue, followed by the gen- 
darmes. As he ran, Goering continued 
slashin his throat. After a chase of 
three blocks the man was overtaken, weak 
from loss of blood. But he fought the 
gendarmes fiercely. 

It took six men to hold him. While the 
surgeonke of the ambulance. station, te 
which he was taken attempted to admin- 
ister ether Goering caught hold of his own 
throat, and, inserting his hand in the 
wound, tore the vital portions. The phy-

North End Mass Meeting In- 
dorses Arbitration, 


AND POSSE OPPOSED. 


Petition of the Citizens’ Arbitration 
Committee Heartily Commended 
by 1500 and Signed by 
Nearly All Present. 


Ata mass meeting of about 1500 persons in 
Social Turner Hall, Thirteenth and Monroe 
Streets, last night the Citizens’ Sympathetic 
Association, in support of the street car 
strikers, was organized. 

The object of the association will be®to 
endeavor to bring about a fair settlement 
of the atrike. 

It is intended to effect ward organizations 
throughout the city, and to aid in present- 
ing to the transit company and its striking 
employes the monster petition, a copy of 
Which appears in another section of the 
Post-Dispatch, signed by voters in St. Louis, 
requesting that the differences be submitted 
to arbitration. 

The first speaker was J. E. Mulkey, who 
reaa the petition from a blank form for 
Signatures, and said that ali present Knew 
that the sentiment of the strikers had al- 
ways been in favor, of arbitration and that 
if the company would not agree to arbitrale 
after the petition was presented steps would 
be taken to force arbitration by the courts, 

Charies Aurien presided as chairman, B, 
Engel of 1525 Destrehan street was secre- 
tary. The following resolutions read by 
Kk. F. Cunningham were adopted unani- 
mousiy: 

Whereas, The citizens of the City of ®. Louis 
deplore the existing conditions in this city, 
brought upon them and us; first, by the enact- 
ment of vicious and hurtfu! laws, and second, by 
the arrogance of combined capital, encouraged 
and protected by such laws in denying to the 
laboring and producing masses of the people, the 
right to organize for their own protection; and, 

\Whereas, We believe that the conditions ex- 
isting in St. Louis and throughout the country 
are the direct result of the efforts of capitalists 
and the enrployers of large bodies of men to 
wreck and destroy; organized labor to the tinan- 
cial anil political advantage of organized capi- 
tal; and, 

Whereas, We see in the present street car 
strike the strongest evidence of the intention 
and desire of the transit company to ignore and 
deny to its emp'oyes their just rights; and, 

Whereas, The transit company officia's have 
filled our city with armed guards and lawless 
characters, imported from foreign states to take 
the place of our good friends jn operating the 
cars, all to the great commercial loss and go- 
cial injury of our great city, therefore be it 

liesolved,, That we hereby pledge our un-

EADS APPOINTED POSTMASTER. 


Akins-Hitchcock Combine Has the 
President’s Ear and Is Dealing 
Out the Missouri Pie. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June W.—One of the Iast 
acts of the President before starting for 
his home in Canton was to sign the com- 
mission of Henry L. Eads as postmaster at 
Pattonsburg, Mo. This action of the Presi- 
dent puts Mr. Eads in secure possession 
of the office until the Senate convenes next 
December, when he will have to face again 
the opposition of National Committeeman 
Richard C. Kerens, which in the closing 
days of the session recently ended was 
strong enough to defeat Eads’ confirma- 
tion. 

Twice within the week has the administra- 

tion emphasized the fact that Col. Kerens 
is no longer in control of Missouri patron- 
age—the first time in the appointment of 
frank Stewart of Kansas City as superin- 
tendent of forestry and the second time in 
tne issuing Of a commission as postmastel 
to Henry L. Eads. In each instance tne 
controuing factor Was Ethan Alian Hitcn- 
cock, secretary of the interior, and in both 
cases Col. Kkerens and his lieutenants were 
bitterly opposed to the Successful appil- 
Cants. 
_ & rom these recent happenings it is plain- 
ly evident that the “harmony committee” 
appointed Dy the Missouri Republican deie- 
gation at thiiadephia will have p.enty to 
do to Keep the [actionists in the party 
apart. 

Just before Congress adjourned, Henry 
L. Kads was appointed postmaster at Pat- 
tonsburg to fill a vacancy caused by death. 
He had the indorsement of State Chairman 
Akins and the support of Secretary Hitch- 
cock. Col. Kerens did not indorse narn, 
and when the nomination was sent to the 
Senate Kerens prevailed upon hiz persona! 
friend, Senator Stephen BK. Elkins of West 
Virginia to hold up Eads and prevent his 
connrmation. His was the only «one that 
Was not confirmed. 

When the Akins-Hitchcock contingent of 
the Missouri delegation to Philadelphia 
came to Washington on the great plan 
which failed to ‘“‘roll’” Kerens as national 
committeeman, Henry L. Eads came too. 
He went to Philadeiphla and then came 
back here to urge the President to appoint 
him for the recess term. 

Col. Kerens ascertained what was going 

and sent his ablest lieutenant, Cv. 

r’ of Excelsior Springs here to 

Morse made the best hghrt he 

could, the cards were ali against 1m, 

Eads had Secretary Hitchcock and that 
was all that was necessary. 

After vainly essaying to beat Eads on 
other grounds, Morse finally insisted that 
the widow of the former postmaster should 
be named to serve out the unexpired term 
of her late husband. He said that the 
widow was left dependent and that it 
would be a grachous act on the part of the 
administration to appoint her. 

To this the resourceful Mr. Fads made 
reply by showing that the widow was left 
in good financial condition and that under 
no circumstances would she accept tlie 
place. H's commission was at once made 
out. 

These are two marked wvitories for the 
anti-Kerens crowd and. they clearly indi- 
eate that Akins and Sec‘etary Hitchcock 
are in high favor at tne White House.

ORE than a month has elapsed since 
William J. Bryan announced that 
he would quit public speaking for 
awhile and retire to his little Nebraska 
farm, there to await the action of the na- 
tional Democretic convention at Kansas 
City, which will in all human prcebability 
nomirate him for President of the United 
States. 

During the past five weeks he has turned 
farmer completely, and the two weeks he 
spent fishing and bunting with ‘‘ol. Moses 
C. Wetmore of St. Louls around the Wis- 
consin lakes have only added to his granger 
tan and sunburn and robust health. #He 
pays he has fully prepared himself for the 
great coming campaign. 

Not long ago he had carpenters to enlarge 
the porch of his home, extending it so that 
it may now accommodate a larg> crowd of 
visitors. From this fact it is believed in 
Iincoln—and also hoped—that Mr. Bryan 
will not travel as much as he did in 1896, 
but that he will remain on his farm dvring 
the warmest weeks of July and August and 
permit his admirers to pay him visits, as 
was done by McKinley Canton four 
years ago.

Dolores de‘la Rosa‘is the most Interesting 
prisoner the Recojedos has ever held, not 
even excepting Evangelina Cisneros, the 
beautiful Cuban girl wha-was rescued from 
it by two venturesome Americans three 
years ago. 

Dolores de la Rosa, condemned as a mur- 
deress, was a witness of that sensational 
episode. She could have accompanied the 


HE grim walls and tron bars of the 


Cuban girl and her rescuers had she de- 
sired. But, instead of doing so, she lay an 
her filthy mattress, surrounded by the most 
viclous and unclean of her sex, and refused 
to go. 

When the escape of the Cisneros girl, now 
the happy wife of a Cuban banker, W 
discovered, Dolares de Rosa re 1 to 
answer any questions concerning 
tity of the men who had accomplished it. 
For that she was beaten brutally until she 
was unconscious by the Spanish Keepers. 
But she did not mind that, because she had 
become accustomed to it duringsthe seven 
years of her incarceration. 

She tcld me yesterday, as she sat in front 
of an American sewing machfhe at work on 
a child's garment, that she had been beaten 
many times had come from her 
palatial home on a plantation just outside 
of Havana lv years ago.

I asked her many times during the hour 
that I spent with her in the large stone 
visitors’ chamber why she did not clear up 
the mystery which surrounds her and whica 
would bring her freedom. 

“It known. that you are !nnocent,” I 
said, “and that a man, and not you, killed 
your husband.”’ 

“Is it?” she asked, quietly. “Who knows 
it? Who can say that? T shall mever tell. 
I do not even say I am innocent. They 
should forget, those good Americans. I 
know nothing. I shall never, never tell, 
senor. Please, please do not ask further.” 

That was all 1 could get out of her. But 
I came away with the Impression, just as 
others had before me, that she Is not only 
an innocent woman, but Is making the 
greatest sacrifice possible for a woman to 
make—to save a man from a merited pun- 
ishent.

OF PUBLIC OFFICIALS. 


By Bird S. Coler, Comptroller of New York. 
OLITICAL and civic conditions in the United States are now un- 

dergoing rapid and important changes. They are nearly all 

tending in the direction of better citizenship and government. 


In the spread of sound knowledge, the development of public 
spirit and the growth of civic pride and political honesty lles the 
sdfety of our institutions. The masses of the people are looking more 
and more to the men of education to lead them to a better under- 
standing of the rights and duties of citizenship. In the slums and the 
quarters of the poor and ignorant in every large city of the country 
today we find university settlements—mere beginnings many of them, 
but every one a green oasis in a desert where social and political con- 
ditions are of the lowest order. 

There has been a growing tendency among men who. were other- 
wise 200d citizens to shitk public duties. They wanted to keep out of 
politics and public life, but in keeping out they made room in both 
places for men who ought to be in jail. 

It has been demonstrated aguin and again that really bad govern- 
ment is never permanently reformed by changing its politics. The 
government of states and cities in this country that has been most 
expensive, corrupt and debasing has been government that openly 
Violated no statute law, 

The old system of ‘stealing from the public treasury has passed 
awey-and the safer and inore profitable plan of bartering political in- 
fluence for cash or stock in corporations has succeeded. The people 
are veginning to understand that the government under which they 
live. in city or state, is going to be all the time pretty much what they 
make if. If good citizens neglect their civic duties the politicians will 
take the offices and everything else that is not chained down. 

In the cities of the country there is spreading with gratifying ra- 
pidit,; a better understanding of public questions. The great principle 
of municipal ownership of franchises and control of public utilities 
has beer firmly established in our system of city goevrnment. We are 
not rushing blindly into rash experiments of buying and operating 
everything from the gas plants to automobiles, but the growth 
of intelligent citizenship has reached that stage where it will not per- 
mit the great charter rights of the pecple of American cities to be sold 
for individual. gain or bartered for political power,

are honest and well-meaning men. They want honest, intelligent and 
progressive Bov ernment, and when they learn how, they are going to 
ob tain it.

THE CIVILIZATION OF 
THE BOER NATIONS. 


By Bourke Cockran, the New York Lawyer. 

HE statement that the Boer is uncivilized appears to be based 
upon the fact that he has maintained a government under which 
property is protected the most completely at the lowest rate of 

taxation in the world, where education is universal, drunkenness rare, 
divorce unknown and where every man lives with his own wife. 

Contrast the forces defending the independence of the Transvaal 
with those which assail and tell me which is the soldier of civilization, 

ich is the exponent of Christianity. I will not discuss the moral char- 
acter of the British soldier. If any one wants to get an estimate of it 
from partial and friendly sources let him read a speech of Lord Rob- 
erts delivered some years ago in the House of Lords. 

But the Boer warrior is a new revelation to civilization, a profound 
inspiration to every lover of the human race. No Boer soldier has ever 
been found with indecent literature and none without his Bible. He has 
rever stooped to debauchery and never shrank from a duty. He never 
uttered a boastful expression and never was guilty of a cowardly act. 

He has reported his victories with moderation and he has acknowl- 
edged defeats with candur. He has never opened a day without prayer or 

closed one without psa!ms of thanksgiving to Providence. He has asked 

the assistance of heaven with fervor, but he has borne its judgment 
with fortitude. His enemy pays his valor the sincere compliment in 
declining to meet him unless he outnumbered him ten to one, and he 
ubnidcns to his protection the wounded generals who fell invading his 
territory. But, above all, he has rendered civilization the immeasur- 
able service of proving that a valor for which no parallel can be found 
in ‘the history of Greece or the legends of Rome is compatible with a 
moraiity as rigid and a virtue as lofty as those displayed by the early 
Christian pilin tik 

Tie world has long believed that morality was inconsistent with 
bravery, and it has tolerated license in the camp as the price neces- 
sary to be paid for efficiency in the field. These Boer heroes have ex- 
ploded that notion so desrading to humanity. They have turned the 
“amp itself into a theater for the display of conjugal tenderness, parent- 
al discipline, filial affe®ti: and every Christian virtue which ennobles 
a man, dignifies a caus®, glorifies a country. hey have shown that 
good men are better soldiers than bad men; that the patriot can de- 
ferd his country most effectively who worships his God most faithful- 
lv. I can’t believe that these Christian heroes whose physical prowess 
is the natural fruit of moral lives can be exterminated by mercenary 
bands. If such people can be obliterated then civilization is incapable

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THE STREAM OF IMMIGRANTS TO NEW. YORK. 


By Edward F. McSweeney, U. S. Immigration Commissioner. 


ECAUBFE the United States presents greater opportunities just 
now than any other country in the world to those who are ambi- 
tious of bettering their condition we are confronted with the 

problem of what to do with, and how to-care for, the immense number 
of aliens who are coming to New York from all parts of the world. And 
it will be a dark day indeed in our nation's history when the Inflow of 
iimmigration will decrease of its own volition, because it will mean that, 
as a country, we no longer stand higher and present superior advan- 
tages to every other country. 

Our problem ig to make a homogeneous people out of a heteroge- 
nevus influx. Loosely drawn statutes, conflicting court decisions and 
cther discouraging obsiacles ail tend to make the weeding-out process 
difficult. 

Dyring the month just ended 56,500 alien immigrants have been 
land+d at the port of New York, as against 42,000 for the same month 
last year—a larger monthiy number than in any year since 1893. A sin- 
gle day in May brought over 7.000 immigrants! For the 11 months of the 
fiscal vear we have received 303,887 alicns at this port. 

A study of the immigration record since 1820 shows that the number 
of alien arrivals is an infallible industrial barometer. The banner year 
of immigration was 1882, when 800,000 aliens came hither. Of these 
over SU per cent were from the British Empire, Germany and the Scandi- 
haviar countries—Sweden, Denmark and Norway. Less than 20 per cent 
were from Russia, Austria-liungary, Italy and al! other countries. 

The immigration of the year 1900 is exactly reversecé. The countries 
of Northern Europe now send about 25 per cent, while Southern and 
Bastern Europe send 75 out of every 100 newcomers. From Italy, during 
the present fiseal vear, wc will receive 100,000 souls. of whom six-sev- 
enths are from Southern Italy, and from Austria-Hungaria almost as 
many more. 

In 1882 the center of the area of European immigration was Paris, 
Berlin or Antwerp. It has now been moved to Vienna or Budapest. The 
southwestern part of Russia and Northeastern Austria-Hungary—or what 
was practically old Poland, is sending us a large proportion of this 
immigration. From Southern Austria we have the Krainers, Croats, 
Slavenians and Dalmatians. Herzogovina, Montenegro and Servia are 
also beginning to make their influence felt. 


CRIMES CONFESSED 


THROUGH HYPNOTISM. 
By Prof. John D. Quackenbos of Columbia University. 


UBLIG interest has been aroused recently on this question by 
the extortion of a confession from a thief by means of hypno- 
tism. <A corifession of crime obtained in this way may or may 

not be a valid one. It is not necessarily infallible, any more than a 
voluntary confession would be. It would have to be verified by other 
evideiuce before it could be seriously considered. 

Eypnotism will not make a lar instantaneously veracious. It is a 
very common opinion that a hypnotist can completely capture the mind 
of his patient without his consent, and discover all the secrets of his 
past life. 

Hiypnotism only gives us a means whereby we can the more readily 
get ¢t the divine man within. It is not so much a key to the door of 
& man’s mind as a more effectual way of ringing the door-bell and 
conversing with the occupant. 

Generally speaking, a strong-willed man may still keep his criminal 
secret in spite of all influences, hypnotic or otherwise. As a rule 
crminals are very hard to hypnotize, because they set their whole 
nature against the hypnotist, and when a man is under the influence 

f liquor it is impossible to do anything with him, 

There ig no doubt that hypnotism can and will be used to detect 
crime. But we are only on the threshold of knowledge in this direction, 
and ne one ean set limits to the future of hypnotism in overcoming 


The time may come when the old, ineffectual methods of regenerat- 
ine the moral nature will be superseded by hypnotic treatment. The 
astonishing results already attained prove this bevond question. 

Ry bypnotism we can reach people who are moral imbeciles, and by 
no other power known to man can you do this. 

We can discover the sense of right and wrong, where none seemed 
to exist. We can overcome evil habits and awaken the higher self 
which never completely dies in any man or woman. 

Where every other influence has failed to restore a man to moral 
sanitv, hypnotism has succeeded. So I would say that if it fails to ex- 
tract a confession from a criminal no other means can be used with 
SUCCESS. 3 

Thére is such a thing as compulsory hypnotism, which ean be ap- 
piled to any persor without his consent. It is possible to shatter a 
human will as you might break a china vase against a rock. But this 
is a new and almost undeveloped field, about which little can be said at 
present.

From Russia during the past few years come many Germans who, 
although their forefathers have lived in Russia for 125 years, still pre- 
serve the German faith and traditions and strength, and now because of 
the aggressive spirit of the church militant in Russia they are se king 
new jields in America.

For the same reason the Finnish tmmigration has Increased this 
year to almost treble its former numbers and may be expected to con- 
tinue for sometime. From the Orient the Syrians, whose representatives 
as peddlers of notions are familiar tc almost every housewife in the 
East; the Greeks, who are monopolizing the pushcart, flower and other 
lines of industry; Armenians, who have gone into certain callings, such 
as wire-making, shoe and cotten industries in Massachusetts—all are 
rapidly increasing in numbers. 

We know that the alien German. Swedish and Irish immigrants of 
the ‘602 and ‘70s came to the United States because they thought it 
vas fg better country than the land in which they lived. That the y have 
improved themselves anid the land to which they came is obvious. Hav- 
ing accepted all the burdens of citizenship in peace and war, they are 
entitied to its rewards. 

There is, however, a fear that some of the Itmmigration which is 
coming to the United States now is not the result of a spontaneous 
desire on the part @f the alien, but of the speculative enterprise of 
«thers, who desire to traffic in the labor of immigrants and profit from 
the price of their passage. 

It is reported in the dally press that a Spanish ship, chartered by 
Italian speculators, is due here within a few days with a thousand 
Southern Italians on board. Such immigration is not healthy. The 
theory of the law of 1893. which is practically the act under which we 
are vorking, places on the steamship companies the responsibility for 
bringing undesirable people. The older corapanies know their liability» 
if they fail to fulfill the trust reposed in them. With the masters of 
such ships as the one expected this responsibility is almost lost, and 
while the laws will be enforced by the immigration officials, the suffer- 
ings and hardships imposed upon the aliens are indescribable. The last 
venture of this sort was in 1893, when the steamship Red Sea brought a 
load of 1000 Russian Hebrews under similar conditions.

These are the 
letters upon which, prisoner’s counsel said 
fin the outset of the. trial. they would de- 
pend as a means of establishing the inno- 
cence of the accused. 

The jury found Gilllean guilty of murder 
in the second dégree and fixed his punish- 
ment at 18 years in the penitentiary. A mo. 
tion for a new trial was argued and sub- 
mitted.

Isabella Turner knew her father would 
never countenance the suit of a farm hand 
for, despite the favor with which Mr. and 
Mrs. Turner looked upon him, Gilligan was 
Simply a farm hand and he understood it. 
His time had been spent following the plow 
rather than in the pursuét of learning, but 
his quickness and faclilitv for accommodat- 
ing himself to his surroundings might have 
given him a better place In life under other 
circumstances. As It was, he was content 
to be the favored su'tor of beautiful Isa- 
belle Turner and ta be a plain farm hand. 

Eventually, of course, Mr. Turner learned 
of the infatuation of his daughter for Gil- 
There.was the usual stormy scene:

tion. This was over two years-ago, when 
the girl was not quite 18 and Gilligan was 
litti@ past his mafority.

But the -testimony of Sheriff’ WMdwards 
roused the gpectators. It shocked the peo- 
ple of Isle of Wight County and fore- 
shadowed Gilligan's line of defense. After 
the sheriff had told in detall the confes- 
Sion, of which only fragments had prev!- 
ously leaked out, the shame of hiding be- 
hind a woman's skirts in extenuation of 
murder was on Gilligan. The story of 
the romance was toppling, and the proba- 
ble action of the girl on the stand was of 
more interest than ever. 


Isabelle Turner then took the stand. For 
the first time since the murder of her father 
her features were seen in public.

More to the point, Mr. Caldwell is sec- 
retary of the Humboldt Exploration Co., a 
group of St. Louisans, learned and wealthy, 
who recently organized tc conduct excava- 
tions near Kimmswick, Jefferson County, 
Mo., 30 miles sauth of St. Louis. 

The reasons why Kimmswick was _  se- 
lected as the point of beginning are two. 
The first is that away back in 1838 Dr, Koch, 
a German acientist, came to this country 
on a pleasure tour. While visiting St. Louls 
he did a little exploring in this viciinty and 
found, near where Kimmswick now is, a 
number of bones of the animal now known 
as the mammoth. He returned to Europe 
with his treasures and built a skeleton, 


a4 in 1897 and for two years he wrote and 
talkea en mnch about it that at Iaet he 
interested men of means in a movement [to 
make a systematic exploration of the vi- 
cinity of Kimmswick, for the benefit of sci- 
ence. 

The. Humboldt Exploration Co. was 
formed, with Ben Griesedick as president; 
J. H. Meyer, vice-president, and J. W. 
Caldwell, secretary. 

At the earliest possible date this spring— 
—iIn March, to be specific—work began un- 
der the direction of Mr. Caldwell. The 
Miller farm, one mile due west of Kimms- 
wick, was leased for 99 years, and al] the 
appliances and workmen necessary were 
obtained ta undermine the neighborhood 
oti reveal all that was there, to write an- 
other page in the story of the eiveresaeiae 


EKimmswick, Mo., where we have estabd- 
lished a depot and museum for the recep 
tion of valuable bores, as they are dix 
covered, 

The work Is being conducted against and 
over a receptaculite limestone formation, 
with a cliff of perhaps 2% feet and then a 
Sheer-off of about 150 to 200 feet. 

Our plan of operation is ta tunnel In to- 
ward the cliff-and then uncover whenever 
we have struck prehistoric 
far we have only had to dig 
feet, and, although results have 
been astonishing—sufficient alone.to make 
a world museum envious—we have not un- 
covered one-fourth of an acre of the 10 
acres that lie before us. 

Our museum is a building 40x60 feet. It 
already contains more than 1000 — storic

In China, as indicated, all the crackers 
are made by hand. The big contractors 
let out the jobs in much the same manner 
as the making of garments is let out in 
America. It is a sort of sweatshop process, 
Thousands of families are engaged in the 
work. A family agrees to turn out a cer- 
tain number of crackers in a given time. 

The materials are taken home, and the 
whole family sits down on the floor, or on 
rude benches, and with deft fingers rapidly 
turns out the little red rolls of future 
noise.

DENOUNCES SALOONS. 
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METROPOLIS, Il!., June 28. 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
HE people of this’ town recently wit- 
T nessed the unusual spectacle of an 
ex-saloon keeper delivering a temper- 
@nee lecture and exposing the business and 
political methods of liquer dealers. More- 
over, this lecturer, Robert L. Nuckrolls, now 
a divinity student at McKendree College, 
“Lebanon, Jll., sold and drank whisky for 
seven years in this town. Among the peo- 
ple who heard him speak at the Methodist 
Church wero men to whom he had sold 
liquor a thousand times. 

Mr. Nuckolis formerly owned three sa- 
loons in Metropolis. He is 3% years old. 
He Lecame a member of the City Council 
for the purpose of furthering the saloon in- 
terests. Later, after he abandoned the sa- 
loon business—he was studying law in the 
sneantime, having determined to change his 
Occupation—he was elected city attorney. 
Three years ago he- became converted and 
joined the Methodist Church. As soon as he 
could do so, he entered McKendree Collexse, 
and will eventually become a Methodist 
preacher. He attended the Prohibition 
etate and national conventions at Chicago 
this week, and will: make Prohibition 
epeeches in Illinois during the campaign. 
On account of these unusval circumstances 
his appearance here, as a lecturer, aroused 
much interest. Here are the salient potnis 
of his speecn:

HATEVER I may say tonight con- 
W cerning the evils of the liquor 
traffic is not a mere conjecture; 


neither am I drawing upon my imagination. 
I speak from personal experience. As you 
ell know, I wes engaged in the sinful bust- 
ness of saloon keeping—if I may call ita 
business—in this town for a period of more 
than seven years, owning and operating 
three saloons at one time. “Besides that 
Il was agent for a brewing company and 
was manufacturing cigars. Oh, I was in 
the wholesale business for the devil! I was 
doing my test for Satan. 

What is a saloon? It is a place where 
liquors are Kept and sold. It is a place 
where your mother and _e$ sister may 
enter without being disgraced, according 
to law. It is a place licensed to commit 
crime. It is a place that robs our homes. 
It is a place where the foundation of every 
gin is laid. © ° ® 

I have teen asked a preat many times 
since [ quit the business how so many 
saloons could exist in u town of this size 
after paying a license of $500 a year. Did 
you ever think what the profits of whisky- 
selling are? As a rule, the whisky sold in 
saloons by the drink costs $2 a gallon. In 
@ach gallon of this whisky there are from 
75 to &% drinks, which ere sold at 10 cents 
apiece. Do you wonder that the saloon- 

keeper makes a living? His profit on each 
gallon of whisky is from $5.50 to $6.50 a 
gallon. Sometimes it is more, for, accord- 
ing to the customer, whisky which costs 
from $1.15 to $1.%-a gallon is substituted. 

One of two things is true about this man: 
Either he is the most imposed upon man in 
the world, or his business is the most 
wicked, sinful and illegal. 

If his busiress is legitimate and to be 
encouraged, why compel bim to pay a li- 
cense? On the other hand, if It is not legiti- 
mate, why sell the lives of our boys and 
fathers for $00 or any other sum? What 
father, what mother would sacrifice a son 
for this amount? And yet the father gocs 
to the polls and eays, by his ballot: 

“You may murder my boy. You may 
ruin end disgrace my home. You may 
cause my wife to walk the floor at midnight 
weeping tears of scrrow. Yet you are not 
to Dblame.”’ 

If saloon keepers were compelled to com- 
ply with the law there would not be a sa- 
foon in this town inside of six months. 
Possibly you have never thousht of this. 
What are the concitions under which h- 
censes are granted? First, the applicant 
must get a petition signed by a majority of 
his neighbors who do business or live with- 
in 200 feet of his prospective pince of busi- 
ness. Second, he must furnish a §2000 bond, 
with at least two approved = securities. 
These bondsmen must be worth at least 
$3000 each above all indebtedness, besides 
their $1000 homestead and $400 worth of per- 
gonal property. 

How many bonds do you suppose mes 
the requirements of this law in a strict 
legal sense? Not more than one in ten. 
The men who are worth enough to make 
them lawful bondsmen in a town of this 
eize are very scarce. ; 

Lat me tell you how it is done. I have 
Milied them out myself, having served one 
, berm as eierman and one as city attorney. 


The saloon man comes to the conclusion 
that the city cannot get along without the 
revenue from his placé, .and the city of- 
ficlals are heard to whisper: “If it were 
not for the saloon licenses I don’t know 
what the ctly wonld do.’’ As a consequence 
they are complaisant and bondsmen are ac- 
cepted without too-careful inquiry. This, 
I say, is true In nine cases out of ten. 

What other restrictions does the law 
throw around the saloon keeper? Suppose 
he were prosecuted for every viclation of 
the law. The lowest fine for selling liquor 
to a minor is $20 and the costs of the prose- 
cution. This law is violated every day. 
How many saloons could exist if the law 
were enforced”? 

The fact that it is not enforced only 
goes to show the influence the lquor eie- 
ment yields over the executive and judicial 
authorities of this country. It governs the 
politics of this entire nation. 

Let me tell you a story of my own experi- 
ence in this tewn. While I was engaged in 
the business of poisoning my friends—for 
t stands to reason that my enemies would 
not patronize me—the different churches 
waged a fight against the Nquor traffic and 
nominated a candidate for alderman in 
each of the four wards. 

We, who were in the saloon business, 
called a meeting at once, and discussed 
plans for defeating these candidates and 
of nomirating and electing men who would 
vote in our favor on all questions pertain- 
ing to saloons. 

It was agreed that it would take a cer- 
tain sum of money to conduct this cam- 
paign and win. We appoinied a commit- 
tee to go to Paducah, Ky., 10 miles away, 
and lay the matter before the wholesale 
liquor dealers and the brewers’ agents and 
ask financial aid. Wgaat was the resuit? 
We came away from therein fess than 
three hours with enougth money to defray 
the entire expense of that campaign and 
we eiected our whole ticket. 

If we could keep our boys from patroniz 
ing them for a period of 10 years, we could 


starve the saloon to death You may ask: 


‘Is it possible that the boys and young men 
of today area patronizing the saloon to this 
extent?’ I answer yes. (Let me tell you 
how much their trade is worth. Nobody 
knows better than the saloon men them- 
selves, and thero is what they thought of It 
in September, 1899. When the National As- 
sociation of Liquor Dealers met the great- 
est question which came before the assem- 
blage was: “How cam we increase our 
business?” After many long discussions 
and various suggestions the following reso- 
lution, in substance, was passed: 
That each retail liquer dealer, in his re- 
spe tive city or town, shall offer special im 
ducements to young boys to entice them 
into their places and induce them to take 
their first drink, even giving the liquor 
away, if necessary. 

Mothers, fathers, what do you think of a 
body cf men meeting in convention that 
they may devise means to rui rour boy 
and disgrace your home? A convention 
called to lay snares to entray children!

VERY- year numbers of persons re- 
> turn to their homes from the various 
summer resorts suffering from some 
form ef ear trouble due to diving or to leap- 
ing from some high point into the water. 
Bathing too long in very cold water will 
also induce inflammation of the ear in sus- 
ceptible people, but ducking the head under 

water is extremely likely to do it. 


THE HUMAN EAR OF DIVING. 


No person with catarrhal disease of the 
eustachian tubes or catarrhal inflammation 
of the throat should put the head under wa- 
ter while bathing. Those suffering from 
noises in the ear should also avoid geting 
water in the ears while bathing. 

Diving head first trém high points Into 
cold water is most likely to be followed 
by serious results, such as rupture of the 
drum head, hemofrhege or vertige.

HB report on the Cape Nome gold 
tf field issued by the United States 

Geological Survey bears out the as- 
sertion that it is one of the richest and 
most wonderful gold deposits discovered 
in many years. 

According to Schrader and -Frooks, the 
geologists, who made the exam nation for 
the government, the gold deposits extend 
beiow the surface to a much greater depth 
than has been conimonly supposed. 

They came to thé conclusion also from a 
study of the nature of the deposits and the 
character of the surrounding Alaskan coast 
that there was good reason to believe that 
gold in paying quantities might be found 
alinog the entire shore, and that in all likeli- 
hood the deposits were duplicated on the 
Siberian side of Bering Sea. While decrying 
the idea that the entire Alaskan coast is a 
bed of golden wealth, these experts do give 
their approval to the belief that the a ig 
widely: distributed. 

The government report effectually dis- 
poses of two common misconceptions as to 
the manner in which the Cape Nome gold 
reached its present location. Since the dis- 
covery of the rich deposits along the beach 
many of the miners thave adopted the 
epinion that the gold.eame from tne sea, 
and that it Tras washed upom the 
shore during countiess ages by the action 
cf the waves. On the other hand, scientists 
who have not visifed the spot, but have 
formed their opinions from the general 
geological situatka, of the region, have held 
that the gold feund along the shore w4s 
brought down from the mountains of the 
interior by the glaciers.

As 
placer gald can travel from the perent 
rock only in a downhill direction, ft Is evi- 
dent that the source of the deposits along 
the creeks and gulches must be sought 
within their drainage basins. 

While the government offictals are care 
ful to point out that the presence af rich 
placers cannot be considered conciusive 
evidence of rich gold veins in the vicinity, 
their conclusions clearly indicate that there 
is a strong likelihaod of finding such rich 


| veins in the Nome district. 


With the great amount of improved ma-

chinery which has been shipped to Alaska 
within the last two months, it is likely that 
the possibility of the region In the direction 
of quartz mining will be fairly well deter- 
mined by the end of the present season. 

Another important end undetermined 
question In regard to the Nome deposits is 
whether the sands underlying the waves 
along the shore itself are valuable or not 
It ls probabie that a great amount of fine 
gold is located urder water along the 
thallow beach. How far out from the 
shore these deposits may extend is a prob- 
lem which can be solved only by actual 
investigation, but it seems certain, fram 
the general process by which the gold is 
carried from the rock in which it originated 
to the plecers from which it ts being taken, 
that many great fortunes ijie hidden under 
the waiters along the coast. The life history 
of the gold lacated in this region, accurd- 
ing to the government officials, is some- 
what as follows: 

When the nugget ts freed from the 
parent rowk by disintegrating agencies, it 
is in angular form. It is washed down 
to one af the guiches and gradually be 
comes rounded. By some process of erotion 
the gulch placer ts distributed, and the 
nugget, being again moved, and gradually 
reduced in size, finds its way to the tundra 
deposits. By the shifting of the shore line 
it may subsequently be expased to wave 
action, asiarentg down still smaller and 
eventually be borne to sea, as flake oF 
flour gold
